New York, July 18.—‘* They can 
talk about my uncle a#a visionary and 
mild lunatic all they please, but the 
day will come, and not so far off either, 
when he will be recognized as a thor- 
oughiy sensible though bold engineer.’’ 
So said William Henry Gilpin of 
Pueblo, Col., at the Hoffman House. 
Gilpin has been for the last two years 
with his uncle, William Gilpin, ex- 
Governor of Colorado, on a tour of 
reconnoisance on the Northern Pacific 
coast, : 

William Gilpin believes there is po 
serious obstacle in the way of building 
4 railroad which shall join the United 
States and Russia by way of Siberia, 
Behring Strait, Alaska and British 
America. The only apparent difficulty 
is in crossing Behring Strait, but this 
difficulty is only apparent. 

The strait is only 40 miles wide, and 
in the middle lies an island about big 
enough to hold New York, Brooklyn 
and Jersey City combined. Tue water 
is nowhere more than 40 feet deep, 
and there will be no trouble in erecting 
piers on the hard bottom.

DRY GOODS AND CARPE? HOUSE 


The boom in thé river is decreasing ; 
the boom in ‘wood is diminwhing, 
and the booms of the wood gatkerers 
are anchored to the Truckee’s fertile 
shores. It wa’ surprising the amount 
of floatwood that drifted down the 


strear’ with hte — en. os. 
sections of logs two feet thick were 
captured, and from Verdi to Vista 
there was a string of log booms that 
would reach a mile, each governed by 
a zealous-eyed owner.

The first civil procedure over the 
‘sheep travel’’ law passed by the last 
Legislature occurred yesterday. Newt 
Evans brought claim against a sheep- 
owner whv last spring bad driven his 
sheep over Mr. Evans’ unenélosed al- 


falfa ranch, just north of Reno. Day 
before yesterday Mr. Evans accom- 
panied by Constahle Upson went over 
the field, and Mr. Evans claimed dam- 
ages to the amount of $50. Three 
citizens were chosen as arbitrators, and 
while agreeing to Mr. Evans’ claim 
under the letter of the law, allowed 
him a lesser sum of damages. This is 
the second incident of the traverse law 
about avimals requiring them to be 
driven on the public highway and only 
driven over private lands with the 
consent of the owner. The first inci- 
dent resulted in the shooting by a 
rancher near Vista, who took a shot at 
the unfortunate herder and seriously 
wounded him. The feeling was so 
strong against him that he obtained a 
change of venue and was tried in 
Virginia.
